Students spared 
long bus times 


School year about to 
start EPSB estimating 
shorter ride times than 
first thought, after 
boundary changes

Fears over school bus rides 
nearing 60 minutes for some 
students have been alleviated, 
as Edmonton’s public school 
district preps for the first day 
of classes. 

Following changes made to 
school boundaries in Februaiy 
to deal with overcrowding, Ed¬ 
monton parents — especially 
in newer neighbourhoods — 
expressed concern with pro¬ 
posed 60-minute bus rides. 

But on Thursday, Edmon¬ 
ton Public School Board’s 
transportation manager Chris 
Wright said he was proud to 
announce the district’s longest 
ride time will be closer to 40 
minutes. 

Calling the current esti¬ 


mates good news, Wright said 
the average ride time ranges 
between 15 to 20 minutes, 
with a few upwards of 40 min¬ 
utes. 

“I have to take that with a 
grain of salt — that’s today,” 
he noted, adding September 
can see changes depending on 
parents determining their own 
schedule. 

“At this point it looks like 
we’re for sure meeting or 
exceeding our ride time esti¬ 
mates that we provided during 
the accommodation plan last 
spring,” he added. 

Wright said the district 
has worked to minimize long 
ride times after announcing it 
would be closing the bound¬ 
aries to a number of schools 
located close to some of the 
city’s newest neighbourhoods, 
including Esther Starkman 
and Johnny Bright. 

“We’ve thrown a significant 
resource at it to make sure that 
happens,” he added. 

EPSB has allocated funds 
for approximately 15 to 20 
more buses and routes to en¬ 
sure the accommodation plan 
works out well with families.

Edmonton Public School Board’s trans¬ 
portation manager Chris Wright says the 
district’s longest ride time will be closer 
to 40 minutes, down from the 60 minutes 
some parents feared. 


With more than 10,000 stu¬ 
dents using the yellow bus ser¬ 
vice, Wright said the district 
would see similar ridership 
figures to last year. 

For Ambleside parent 
Tanya Fischer-Ooraikul, the 
possibility of long bus rides 
had her concerned. With two 
daughters in the Catholic dis¬ 
trict, Fischer-Ooraikul said 
she’s considering enrolling her 
youngest in the public system, 
which could mean a long bus 
ride to her designated school. 

“Last year my kids were on 
the bus home for more than 60 
minutes,” she said. “For a kin¬ 
dergartener they’re only there 
in the school for three hours. 
It’s a long day for them at that 
age.”

Impaired driver 
gets eight years 
for killing three 

A man convicted of 
impaired driving in the 
deaths of three young 
men south of Edmonton 
has been sentenced to 
eight years in prison. 

Johnathon Pratt, 30, 
was found guilty in May 
of manslaughter and 
impaired driving causing 
death. 

Experts say Pratt’s 
pickup truck was travel¬ 
ling nearly 200 km/h 
when it slammed into 
the back of a car in 
November 2011 near 
Beaumont. 

The crash killed 
Bradley Arsenault, Kole 
Novak and Thaddeus 
Lake. 

The Crown wanted a 
10-year sentence, while 
the defence was seeking 
four to seven years. 

Zane Novak, Kole’s 
father, said the sentence 
was what he thought it 
would be. 

“I was hoping it 
would maybe be 10, set 
a little bit more of a pre¬ 
cedent,” he said. “I think 
that if there has ever 
been a case in recent 
history before the courts 
that really could have set 
some distinct precedent, 
this would have been it.” 

Sheri Arsenault, 
mother of Bradley, said 
she’s glad the court case 
is over. 

“That has been very, 
very hard on all the 
families. The outcome, 

I don’t want to use the 
word happy because 
there is no such thing 
as that word regarding 
something like this, but I 
am pleased with the out¬ 
come,” she said outside

A new brand of neighbour¬ 
hood watch has hit the 
streets of a community east 
of Edmonton. 

Launched in July on Fa¬ 
cebook, Sherwood Park 
Crime Awareness has 521 
members posting random 


crimes, including vandal¬ 
ism and bike theft. 

Amanda O’Driscoll, the 
site’s creator, said she was 
inspired to start the page 
because she didn’t know 
her neighbours after mov¬ 
ing into a new community 
in Sherwood Park. 

“I didn’t expect it to 
grow,” said O’Driscoll. “It’s 
bigger than I thought it 
would be.” 

With a disclaimer dis¬ 
couraging people from 
“vigilante acts,” the site 
advocates spreading aware¬ 
ness throughout the Park. 

O’Driscoll said while the 
page has received a great deal 


of action, some members 
have commented that the 
conversation has made them 
feel less safe in the area. 

“We’ve had some people 
say it’s spreading a para¬ 
noia — people are feeling 
like they should be ex¬ 
tra scared that their stuff 
would be stolen,” O’Driscoll 
said, adding that wasn’t her 
intention when she started 
the site. 

Carla Howatt, Sherwood 
Park councillor, explained 
that while the site could 
inspire some fear, people 
should remember the prem¬ 
ise of the Facebook page. 

“This is a page that is de¬ 


voted specifically to crime, 
so it’s going to highlight 
it and make it feel like it’s 
more prevalent in the over¬ 
all population than it is.” 

As a member herself, Ho¬ 
watt said she sees the site as 
a community builder. 

“It brings the commun¬ 
ity closer and helps them 
become more aware of 
what’s happening in the 
neighbourhood, because so 
often we don’t know our 
neighbours,” she said. 

“There are definitely 
things I’ve never heard 
about, especially the small¬ 
er stuff that doesn’t make 
the news.”

After a man entered an Ed¬ 
monton school and allegedly 
assaulted a young boy, the 
city’s public school district 
has amped up security meas¬ 
ures, installing video cam¬ 
eras at a number of elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

In January, police were 
called to Evansdale Elemen¬ 
tary after a student reported 
a man had approached him 
in the boys’ washroom. 

While little is known 
about how the man entered 
the school, Edmonton Pub¬ 
lic School Board approved 
spending $750,000 in June 
to install new video surveil¬ 
lance cameras at elementaiy

schools across the city. 

Along with Evansdale, 
schools including Princeton 
School and Hillview School 
will have the cameras oper¬ 
ational for the start of school 
Tuesday. 

Princeton principal Dean 
Hess said while the school 
hasn’t had any security inci¬ 
dents in the past, he’s happy 
to have the extra measures in 
place. 

“It’s one camera at the 
front door and we have a 
buzzer in the office,” Hess 
said, noting the school will 
now lock all doors, including 
the front. 

“We were already a pretty 
safe school. There have been 
no incidents here.” 

As a relatively small 
school with only 125 stu¬ 
dents, Hess said, the added 
layer of security is necessary 


to maintain the safety of the 
students. 

Hillview parent Deanna 
Norton also sees the new 
cameras and extra pre¬ 
cautions as a good thing. 

“I’m surprised that un¬ 
fortunately it has to come 
down to this, but considering 
last year’s events with stran¬ 
gers walking into the school 
I guess it gives us a sense of 
security as long as we don’t 
become too dependent on 
the cameras,” she said. 

When asked if the cam¬ 
eras might discourage par¬ 
ents from spending time at 
the facility, Norton said she 
doubts it. 

“I don’t think it will be a 
hindrance at all,” she said. 
“(The safety measures) are 
in place to keep our kids 
safe and functioning in that 
school.”

Stealth’ buses to be used in new NAIT shuttle service 



Northern Alberta Institute 
of Technology (NAIT) stu¬ 
dents will soon get to ride 
public transit to school in 
style on the city’s “stealth” 
buses, as part of a new pro¬ 
ject. 

With the Metro LRT line 
that will travel to NAIT 
scheduled to open at the 
end of the year, the City of 
Edmonton will provide bus 
service to students on a spe¬ 
cial route using the electric 
buses currently being tested 
by the city. 

“We think it’s pretty ex¬ 


ceptional that the city is do¬ 
ing this,” said Jason Roth, 
director of advocacy with 
NAIT Student Union. 

Called Oolcspress, the 
express service will start 
Tuesday and will pick up 
and drop off students from 
downtown to the NAIT cam¬ 
pus directly. 

The buses will transport 
students with six runs in 
the morning and nine runs 
in the afternoon. 

City officials say the idea 
to run the special service 
for students was sparked

shortly after the city opted 
to try electric buses. 

“Our first thought was, 
‘Why don’t we get this to 
NAIT?’ because they train

Students won’t have to 
pay to board the electric 
buses if they agree to fill 
out a survey about the new 
type of buses.

Jasper National Park 


Conservation groups 
challenge legality 
ofMaligneLake 
development 

Conservation groups have 
launched a legal challenge 
against Parks Canada in an at¬ 
tempt to block a controversial 
development at Maligne Lake 
in Jasper National Park. 


Ecojustice, the Canadian 
Parks and Wilderness Society, 
and the Jasper Environmental 
Association are seeking to 
prevent 15 overnight “tent 
cabins” from being built 
at the iconic lake, which is 
renowned for its stunning 
landscapes and was recently 
featured in Alberta Tourism 
advertisements. 

The move comes a month 
after Greg Fenton, the super¬ 
intendent of Jasper National 


Park, approved construction of 
the cabins. 

In total, Fenton approved 
13 of 14 elements in a request 
from Maligne Tours to expand 
its operations at the lake, 
but rejected the company’s 
request for a 66-unit lodge, 
saying such a large addition 
of overnight accommodation 
would be inconsistent with 
the park’s mandate. 

Fraser Thomson, a lawyer 
with Ecojustice, said the tent 


cabins, too, should have been 
rejected. 

“We’re bringing this chal¬ 
lenge on the basis that it’s 
inconsistent with (the) Jasper 
National Park management 
plan,” Thomson said. 

Ecojustice filed an ap¬ 
plication in federal court in 
Calgaiy for a judicial review of 
Fenton’s decision, alleging the 
superintendent “erred in law” 
and “acted unreasonably” in 
allowing the cabins. 


The cabins also present a 
threat to wildlife, according to 
Jill Seaton, chair of the Jasper 
Environmental Association. 

“Overnight accommoda¬ 
tions at Maligne Lake would 
bring increased foot and 
vehicle traffic to the area 
at night and in the early 
mornings when wildlife is 
most active,” she said in a 
statement. “This presents both 
ecological and safety con¬ 
cerns because Maligne Lake 


is within the habitat of an 
endangered caribou herd and 
is part of an important grizzly 
bear corridor.” 

No one from Parks Canada 
was available Thursday to 
comment on the matter, 
according to Alisson Ogle, a 
communications officer with 
Jasper National Park. None 
of the allegations in the ap¬ 
plication have been proven in 
court.

WHAT’S THE DEAL WITH UBER?

Edmonton’s transport of the 
future has arrived and it’s ... 
a car. 

Not even a self-driving car 
(though those aren’t far be¬ 
hind), but a humble, human- 
operated automobile. The 
innovation? It’s not yours. 

In the past week, Uber — 
an app that’s loved by users 
and hated by taxis — started 
courting the City of Edmon¬ 
ton. As well, word leaked that 
a car-share was set to launch a 
pilot program this fall. 

There are few details 
known about the latter, 
though I can confirm that it’s 
neither Car2Go nor ZipCar, 
but a new startup with 
Edmonton connections. Car- 
shares are an exciting option 
in their own right, but they fill 
a niche market. 

Uber, on the other hand, 
could upend the taxi industry. 

Open the app and you’ll 
see a map of the city around 
you. Pinch and move the map 
to a city where Uber already 
exists — like Toronto, Mont¬ 
real or Halifax — and you’ll 


see tiny gliding cars on the 
map. With a couple of taps, 
you dispatch a car and watch 
it arrive in real time. Neat, but 
nothing revolutionary — until 
you try the UberX service. 

UberX allows regular 
schmoes to purchase rides 
from other regular schmoes. 

In minutes, I effortlessly 
started signing myself up as a 
driver in another market but 
quit when I realized I can’t 
remember my licence. To fur¬ 
ther entice me, Uber offered 
me $50 via text to complete 
my application. 

Assume that my insurance, 
licence and criminal back¬ 
ground check were above¬ 
board (and my car was in 
excellent condition), I could 
be earning a decent wage 
on my lunch break. After an 
automatic payment upon 
arrival, the passenger reviews 
the experience, which can 
make or break my future cab¬ 
bie career. 

“It becomes the Trip 
Advisor of taxis,” explains Kyle 
Murray, an author and Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta researcher of 
behavioural economics. 

“They’re using technology 
to poke their heads into an un¬ 
regulated part of the market. 


If they’re successful, it will 
change it drastically. UberX is 
not really legal, but it’s better 
organized than a ‘gypsy cab.’” 

As you might guess, 
the taxi associations of the 
world hate this. Cabbies in 
European cities held massive 
demonstrations against Uber, 
though many cabbies have 
made the switch to Uber and 
are happy with the cost-sav¬ 
ing arrangement. But, more 
importantly, is it really such a 
bad thing to have unregulat¬ 
ed drivers? 

I travelled for two months 
on self-booking travel site Air- 
bnb and found my unregulat¬ 
ed apartment rentals to be as 
comfortable and trustworthy 
as a Super 8 — even better, 
sometimes. 

You could also argue that 
user reviews and the websites 
regulate themselves. Also, 
with ubiquitous GPS technol¬ 
ogy, the value of an all-know¬ 
ing taxi driver is less than it 
used to be. 

It’s not so simple, Murray 
tells me. “The question is why 
do we regulate it at all? It’s 
to make sure that it’s viable. 

If you have eveiyone driving 
on a part-time basis, it’s not 
viable on a full-time basis.

“Regulations say how 
many cabs, who can do airport 
routes, who can do certain 
pickups. With UberX, there’s 
none of that.” 

For the time being, if Uber 
wants to be viable, even as 
fleet of luxuiy sedans, it has to 
convince local regulators that 
it’s more than a limo service, 
which by law have $75 base 
fees. 

In the end, Murray predicts 
it won’t be taxi associations 
or consumers deciding Uber’s 
fate. “It comes down to what 
regulators and politicians 
decide. They’re the ones who 
will shake the market.”

Dozens injured 
after tour bus 
rolls on highway 

Dozens of people were 
injured, six of them 
critically, after a tour bus 
rolled over on a mountain 
highway in British Colum¬ 
bia, police said Thursday 
afternoon.

“I just don’t have 
enough information to 
hazard a guess.”

Charlottetown. 100 young 
Canadians meet to shape 
vision for nation’s future 


In 1864, three years before 
Confederation, Canada’s 
soon-to-be founding fathers 
gathered at the Charlotte¬ 
town Conference on Prince 
Edward Island. The ideas 
they discussed there laid 
the groundwork for what 
Canada is now. 

This Sunday, 150 years 
later, the New Canada Con¬ 
ference will ask, “What’s 
next?” 

Created by PEI 2014 and 
based in Charlottetown, 
the four-day event brings 
together delegates aged 19 
to 24 from across Canada to 
create a vision of what Can¬ 
ada could become. 

“We wanted to host an 
event that would really cre¬ 
ate dialogue and offer an op¬ 
portunity to examine Can¬ 
ada’s future, and really also 
define the public agenda 
for the next 50 years,” said 
Penny Walsh McGuire, exec¬ 
utive director with PEI 2014. 

“When we reflected on 
the 1864 Charlottetown 
Conference, there were a lot 
of voices not represented at 
the table among the 23 lead¬ 
ers,” she said. Those missing 
voices included First Na¬ 


tions, women, the Acadian 
community and youth. 

More than 800 potential 
delegates from every prov¬ 
ince and territory applied to 
attend the conference. One 
hundred were chosen. “We 
know we have an amazing 
delegation coming here,” 
said Walsh McGuire. “When 
we look at Canada’s future 
... among these delegates 
will be the leaders.” 

Each delegate will spe¬ 
cialize in one of eight 
concentrations, including 
learning and social develop¬ 
ment; justice and equity; 
and environment and econ¬ 
omy. An expert facilitator 
will lead discussions and 
brainstorming around each 
topic. 

On Day 3, delegates will 
present their ideas and add 
them to the conference 
Ideaboolc, a document that 
will summarize the key 
findings and recommenda¬ 
tions. Walsh McGuire called 
the Ideaboolc “a gift for Can¬ 
ada’s future.” 

“It’s not a conclusion, 
but a start to something im¬ 
portant,” she said.

A booze-fuelled fight between 
two women who were alleged¬ 
ly drinking and smoking in an 
airplane bathroom prompted 
Sunwing to turn a Cuba- 
bound flight back to Toronto, 
the airline said — along with a 
brief militaiy jet escort. 

The women also made a 
threat against the aircraft, but 
“it was considered non-cred- 
ible given their condition,” 
Sunwing’s Janine Chapman 
said in a statement. 

Nonetheless, two Toronto- 
area women are now facing 
charges of smoking on board 
an aircraft, endangering the 
safety of an aircraft, mischief 
endangering life, mischief 
over $5,000 and uttering 
threats. 

Lilia Ratmanski, 25, of 
Whitby and Milana Muz- 
ilcante, 26, of Vaughan were 
granted bail Thursday. 

The flight left Toronto at 
4:30 p.m. Wednesday en route 
to Varadero via Manzanillo, 
but was disrupted by “two 
unruly female passengers,” 
Sunwing said. The women 
consumed a “significant quan¬ 
tity of their duty-free alcohol 
purchase in the lavatoiy and 
lit a cigarette, triggering the

smoke detector alarm,” Chap¬ 
man said. “The passengers 
proceeded to get into a physic¬ 
al altercation with each other 
and made a threat against the 
aircraft.” 

The pilot decided to turn 
the plane around over South 
Carolina and “that’s when 
NORAD got involved,” said 
Major Julie Roberge, a spokes¬ 
woman for NORAD based in 


Colorado Springs, Colo. 

NORAD scrambled two 
CF-18 fighter jets based out 
of Bagotville, Que., to escort 
Flight 656 back to Toronto. 
The jets met the aircraft at 
the Canadian border and did 
not venture into American 
airspace, Roberge said. The 
CF-18 escort lasted just four 
minutes, she said. 

The aircraft landed at 


Pearson International Airport 
at about 8:30 p.m. and Peel 
Regional Police Const. Thom¬ 
as Ruttan said the entire plane 
“erupted in cheers” when the 
two women were removed 
from the aircraft. 

The flight took off for a 
second time from Toronto 
around 11 p.m. Wednesday 
with a new flight crew, Chap¬ 
man said.

Shaun the shaggy Australian 
sheep has at last been shorn 
smooth. But the woolly wan¬ 
derer wasn’t the woolliest of 
them all. 

The sheep apparently had 
been hiding for years on a 
farm on the island state of 
Tasmania and had never been 


shorn. The Australian Broad¬ 
casting Corp. reported Thurs¬ 
day that Shaun lost 23.5 kilo¬ 
grams (52 pounds) of wool at 
his first haircut. 

Owners Peter and Netty 
Hazel had hoped Shaun 
would beat a record held by 
a now-deceased New Zealand 
sheep named Shrek.

Ebola virus could sicken 
20,000 people, WHO says 


A staff member from the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
who worked in close proxim¬ 
ity to someone infected by the 
deadly Ebola virus in West Af¬ 
rica has been flown by charter 
jet back home to Atlanta to 
monitor potential symptoms, 
officials said Thursday 

The staffer had “low-risk” 
contact with someone who 
later tested positive for the 
virus in Sierra Leone, said Tom 
Skinner, a spokesman at the 
Atlanta-based CDC. 

The staffer worked within 
less than one metre of the ill 
international health worker in 
the same room for a prolonged 
period of time, according to a 
CDC statement. 

The staffer practised “good 
personal infection control,” 
according to the CDC. The 
agency did not identify the 
worker. 

The CDC staffer arrived in 
Atlanta on Wednesday and is 
at home, Skinner said. 

The worker is expected to 
check for fever twice each day 
for 21 days as a precaution,

not showing symptoms, 
not showing any signs 
of illness whatsoever.”

A specially equipped jet 
that was used to transport 
American aid workers Nancy 
Writebol and Dr. Kent Brantly 
to Atlanta after they tested 
positive for Ebola was not 
used for the CDC staffer, Skin¬ 
ner said. 

Instead, he said, the staffer 
flew on a more standard char¬ 
ter plane. Writebol and Brantly 
were released from Emoiy Uni¬ 
versity Hospital this month. 

To fight the outbreak, more 
than 60 CDC personnel are in 
the region, though the num¬ 
bers fluctuate as staffers rotate 
in and out of hard-hit areas, ac¬ 
cording to the agency.

The Ebola outbreak in West 
Africa is accelerating and could 
grow six times larger to infect 
as many as 20,000 people, the 
World Health Organization 
said Thursday. The UN health 
agency unveiled a new road 
map for containing the virus, 
and scientists are fast-tracking 
efforts to find a treatment or 
vaccine. 

Ebola has menaced Africa 
for 40 years, but it has previ¬ 
ously struck in remote villages 
and was contained fairly quick¬ 
ly. This time, it has spread to 
major cities in four countries, 
provoking unrest as whole 
neighbourhoods and towns 


have been sealed to the outside. 

An experimental vaccine, 
developed by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment and GlaxoSmithKline, 
will be tested on humans start¬ 
ing next week, the U.S. National 
Institutes of Health announced 
Thursday. The NIH trial will 
use healthy adult volunteers in 
Maryland, and British experts 
will simultaneously test the 
same vaccine in healthy people 
in the U.K., Gambia and Mali. 

Preliminaiy results on the 
vaccine’s safety — not its effect¬ 
iveness — could be available in 
months. 

Scientists also announced 
they have mapped the genetic 
code of this strain of Ebola to 
better understand how it kills. 
In a study published Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Science, re¬ 
searchers traced an explosion 
of cases in this outbreak to a 
single funeral in Guinea in May. 

They hope to use DNA map¬ 
ping to track mutations that 
could become more worrisome 
the longer the outbreak lasts,

and make a difference in how 
doctors spot and fight the dis¬ 
ease as vaccines are developed. 

The outbreak has now killed 
at least 1,552 people among 
3,069 reported cases in Liberia, 
Sierra Leone, Guinea and Ni¬ 
geria, and the real caseload in 
urban areas could be two to 
four times higher. 

Meanwhile, an entirely sep¬ 
arate Ebola outbreak has killed 
13 of 42 people sickened in a re¬ 
mote area of Congo, in Central 
Africa, the agency said. 

With about a 50 per cent 
mortality rate among those 
known to be infected, the over¬ 


all death toll could reach 10,000 
in the worst-case scenario. 

The WHO’s new plan would 
cost $489 million to support 
750 international health work¬ 
ers and 12,000 national ones. It 
aims to: 

• stop Ebola transmission in 
affected countries within six to 
nine months 

• prevent the spread of any 
new infections within eight 
weeks of a case being identified 
anywhere in the world 

• improve the public health 
responses to Ebola in any na¬ 
tion with major transportation 
hubs or borders shared with af¬ 
fected countries. 

Containment is key, but 
it has to be done carefully, in 
ways that don’t cause panic 
or hamper the response, the 
agency said. 

The WHO has supported the 
quarantine of sick people, and 
said cordoning off entire neigh¬ 
bourhoods can be useful, as 
long as civil rights are respect¬ 
ed.

Fighting deadly virus 


Ebolavaccine 
tests to begin 
nextweek 

U.S. federal researchers next 
week will start testing humans 
with an experimental vaccine 
to prevent the deadly Ebola 
virus. 

The National Institutes of 
Health announced Thursday 


that it is launching the safety 
trial on a vaccine developed by 
the agency’s National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases and GlaxoSmithKline. 

Beginning Tuesday, it will 
test 20 healthy adult volun¬ 
teers to see if the vaccine is 
safe and triggers an adequate 
response in their immune 
systems. 

Even though NIH has been 
testing other Ebola vaccines in 


people since 2003, this is a first 
for this vaccine and its trial has 
been speeded up because the 
outbreak in West Africa “is a 
public health emergency that 
demands an all-hands-on-declc 
response,” said Dr. Anthony 
Fauci, director of the NIAID. 

This isn’t a treatment for 
the disease, but a hoped-for 
preventative measure. 

He cautioned that there is 
no guarantee it will work: “I 


have been fooled enough in 
my many years of experience.”

Suggestions 
released in wake 
of StatsCan error 

A report into an error in 
the July jobs release by 
Statistics Canada has made 
five recommendations, 
including improved govern¬ 
ance, testing protocols and 
diagnostics. 

The report released 
Thursday also called for 
improved documentation 
that can be reviewed when 
system changes are made 
and better communication 
between staff. 

Statistics Canada was 
forced to correct its report 
after a mistake, chalked up 
to human error, resulted in 
the number of full-time job 
losses being overstated. 

The agency revised the 
results to show 42,000 jobs 
were added, compared to its 
initial report suggesting just 
200 were gained in July.

Lin’s family qualify as obscene. 

“They may be shocking but 
they are not obscene and they 
should be made public,” said 
Bantey. 

Quebec Superior Court Jus¬ 
tice Guy Coumoyer, who will 
oversee the trial, deferred his 
ruling to a later date. 

The court has been hearing 
a number of pre-trial motions 
in advance of the highly antici¬ 
pated trial. 

In addition to the charge of 
killing Lin, Magnotta is accused 
of committing an indignity 
to a body; publishing obscene 
material; criminally harassing 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er and other members of Par¬ 
liament; and mailing obscene 
and indecent material. 

He has pleaded not guilty to 
all of the charges. 

Coumoyer told lawyers 
Thursday he expects the pro¬ 
cess of finding a bilingual jury 
will take some time. As a re¬ 
sult, evidence is now expected 
to be heard beginning Sept. 22, 
a week later than planned.

An armed group detained 
43 UN peacekeepers dur¬ 
ing fighting in Syria early 
Thursday and another 81 
peacekeepers are trapped, 
the United Nations said. 

Peacekeepers were de¬ 
tained on the Syrian side 
of the Golan Heights dur¬ 
ing a “period of increased 
fighting between armed ele¬ 
ments and the Syrian Arab 
Armed Forces,” the office 
of UN Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon said in a state¬ 
ment. 


The statement did not 
specify which armed group 
is holding the peacekeep¬ 
ers, although UN spokes¬ 
man Stephane Dujarric said 
the 43 detained peacekeep¬ 
ers are from Fiji and the 81 
isolated troops are from the 
Philippines. 

“The command and con¬ 
trol of these groups is un¬ 
clear,” he said. “We’re not 
in a position to confirm 
who is holding whom.” 

The statement said the 
United Nations “is making 
every effort to secure the re¬ 
lease of the detained peace-

keepers,” who are part of 
UNDOF, the mission that 
has been monitoring a 1974 
disengagement accord be¬ 
tween Syria and Israel after 
their 1973 war. 

The Security Council 
condemned the detention 
of the 43 peacekeepers and 
the restriction of movement 
of the other 81 and called 
for their immediate release.

Shortly after the missing Ma¬ 
laysian airliner disappeared 
from radar, airline officials 
on the ground tried repeat¬ 
edly to call the crew of the 
Boeing 777 using a satellite 
phone that might have left 
clues to the jet’s flight path. 

Now an analysis of those 
failed attempts to reach 
Flight 370 could alter the 
search for the plane. 

Australian Deputy Prime 
Minister Warren Truss said 
Thursday that the sprawling 
search area in the southern 
Indian Ocean may be ex¬ 
tended farther south based 
on the new analysis, which 
suggests that the aircraft 
turned that direction earlier 
than previously believed. 

Investigators have long 
been aware of the calls but 
only recently developed 
methods to analyze the 
phone data for hints about 
the plane’s final hours. It was 
through a similar analysis of 
satellite data from the plane’s 
jet engine transmitters that 
investigators were able to de¬ 
fine the current search area. 

The jetliner disappeared 
March 8 after veering off its 


northerly course from Kuala 
Lumpur to Beijing and has 
become one of aviation’s big¬ 
gest mysteries. It is thought 
to have crashed 1,800 kilo¬ 
metres off Australia’s west 
coast, but no trace of the air¬ 
craft or the 239 people aboard 
has been found. 

Malaysia Airlines ground 
staff tried twice to call the 
crew. The new analysis ap¬ 
plies to satellite data from the 
first call. By the time the calls 
were attempted, the plane 


had become invisible to civil¬ 
ian radar and gone silent. It 
flew west past Sumatra and 
beyond the range of Malay¬ 
sian military radar. 

The analysis suggested the 
jet was already flying south 
when the first phone call was 
attempted. 

The search is set to resume 
in the coming weeks, with in¬ 
vestigators still determining 
which parts of the extended 
area should be examined

The hockey player’s name is 
perhaps said more often than 
any other in Canada — no, 
it’s not Wayne Gretzky. 

In all of the talk of what Bur¬ 
ger King Worldwide Inc.’s ac¬ 
quisition of Tim Hortons means 
for Canada’s iconic brand, 
there’s little mention of Tim 
Horton, the man — a Stanley 
Cup-winning defenceman for 
the 1950s and ’60s Maple Leafs, 
who died driving drunk near St. 
Catharines, Ont., in 1974. 

“Horton is a ghost in the 
corporate machine,” said Doug¬ 
las Hunter, author of a book on 
Miles Gilbert (Tim) Horton and 
one on Tim Hortons. “He has 
pretty much disappeared from 
the store that bears his name.” 


Fact or Farce? 


Tim Horton-less Tim Hortons 
became synonymous with 
Canadian identity in part 
of because of the CBC show 
Royal Canadian Air Farce, 
said author Douglas Hunter. 


“It was this group 
of idiot-savant Canadians 
who’d gather around the 
table and in their own kind 
of dopey way comment 
on the issues of the day, 


cementing this idea that 
doughnut shops are where 
Canadians gather together 
and thrash out what it 
means to be Canadian.” 


Polit¬ 
icians picked up on the 
association with regular 
Canadians, which has 
turned Tim Hortons into 
a favoured spot for photo 
ops. 


and they had just signed the 
first deal in Atlantic Canada,” 
said Hunter. Tim Hortons con¬ 
tinued to grow without Horton. 

Then, in the late ’80s, Lori 
Horton, Tim’s widow, sued 
Joyce, seeking to reverse her 
decision to sell her inherited 
share of Tim Hortons to him for 
$1 million and a Cadillac Eldor¬ 
ado, saying she wasn’t of sound 


mind due to substance use. 

“As part of her arguments a 
lot of dirty laundiy — as Tim’s 
friends put it — came out. She 
said, ‘I’m not that bad person 
in this relationship; he had 
a drinking problem, he was 
angiy, he was violent, and he 
threatened me,”’ said Hunter. 
“There was a lot of airing of 
stuff that ... was, on a veiy 


basic level for Tim Hortons the 
brand, a problem.” 

By the time Lori Horton 
lost her case in ’93, there were 
about 700 Tim’s restaurants. 

According to Hunter, the 
reason Tim Hortons continues 
to expand, with little acknow¬ 
ledgement of its founder is, in 
part, because Horton became 
“toxic” to the brand. 

But Horton wasn’t entirely 
erased. In fact, when his por¬ 
trait was used as part of a “Tim 
Horton the Legend” promotion 
for the Tim Hortons children’s 
camps, Lori Horton sued the 
company, arguing she had 
copyright of the photo. 

“It was a spiteful suit after 
she lost the initial suit over the 
sale,” said Hunter. He said the 
company decided to take the 
posters down. 

Although Horton is not 
often mentioned in Canada, 
Hunter said some of Tim Hor¬ 
tons’ marketing in the U.S. 
has included Tim Horton as 
a hockey player on American 
teams — neglecting his nearly 
two decades and four Stanley 
Cup wins with the Maple Leafs 
— to emphasize the company’s 
American connections. 


Prior to his death, the coffee 
chain had begun to “disengage” 
Horton from the restaurant, 
said Hunter, as Horton wasn’t 
comfortable as a “persona” and 
the company wanted to focus 
on its food. The phasing out of 
Horton continued after the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding Hor¬ 
ton’s death mired the chain’s 
founder in controversy. 

On Feb. 21, 1974, Horton, 
who then played for the Buffalo 
Sabres, was heading to Buffalo 
for treatment after taking a 
puck to the jaw and stopped to 
meet his partner, Ron Joyce, in 


the doughnut shop chain, said 
Hunter. At 4 a.m. Horton went 
off the road at high speed. Alco¬ 
hol and pills were found at the 
scene, but at the time whether 
or not he was driving drunk 
was publicly disputed and un¬ 
confirmed. (In 2005, the Ottawa 
Citizen obtained a copy of Hor¬ 
ton’s autopsy confirming Hor¬ 
ton’s blood alcohol was twice 
the legal limit, and traces of 
Dexamyl, a prescription drug, 
had been found in his system.)

He urged Ukrainians to 
remain calm. 

“Destabilization of the 
situation and panic, this 
is as much of a weapon of 
the enemy as tanks,” Poro¬ 
shenko told the council. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama spoke with German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel, 
and both leaders agreed Rus¬ 
sia must face consequences 
for its actions. 

“We agree — if there was 
ever any doubt — that Rus¬ 
sia is responsible for the vio¬ 
lence in eastern Ukraine,” 
Obama said. 

“The violence is encour¬ 
aged by Russia. The separa¬ 
tists are trained by Russia, 
they are armed by Russia, 
they are funded by Russia.” 

At an emergency session 
of the UN Security Council, 
Western representatives ex¬ 
pressed outrage. 

“Now we see irrefutable 
evidence of regular Rus¬ 


sian forces operating inside 
Ukraine,” said British Am¬ 
bassador Mark Lyall Grant. 

U.S. Ambassador Saman¬ 
tha Power said Russia “has 
manipulated. 

“It has obfuscated. It has 
outright lied.” 

Russian Ambassador 
Vitaly Churkin offered a 
spirited defence, saying Kyiv 
“is waging war against its 
own people.” 

He did not deny the Rus¬ 
sian presence, saying “there 
are Russian volunteers in 
eastern parts of Ukraine. No 
one is hiding that.” 


But Power countered: “A 
Russian soldier who chooses 
to fight in Ukraine on sum¬ 
mer break is still a Russian 
soldier.” 

Churkin questioned the 
presence of Western advis¬ 
ers and asked where Ukrain¬ 
ian troops were getting 
weapons. He said he wanted 
to “send a message to Wash¬ 
ington: Stop interfering in 
the internal affairs of sover¬ 
eign states.” 

The strategic southeastern 
town of Novoazovslc, which 
has come under shelling for 
three days, appeared to be in 
the control of separatists, cre¬ 
ating a new, third front in the 
war. That raised fears they 
want to create a land link 
between Russia and the Cri¬ 
mean Peninsula, which Mos¬ 
cow annexed from Ukraine 
in March. The town lies along 
a road connecting the penin¬ 
sula to Russia.

But Obama says 
a military confrontation 
between the U.S. and Rus¬ 
sia in the region “is not 
in the cards.”

Canadian fighter jets will 
be patrolling the edge of 
Russian airspace next week 
as part of NATO’s response to 
the unravelling situation in 
Ukraine. 

Four of the six CF-18s 
sent overseas by the Harper 
government earlier this year 
have arrived at Siauliai Air 
Base in Lithuania, where 
they will fly armed air poli¬ 
cing missions over the Baltic 
states. 

The formal handover of 
responsibility is expected to 
take place early next week 
and the mission is expected 


to last until the end of the 
year. 

While in Lithuania, the 
Canadian jets will be work¬ 
ing alongside fighter jets 
from Portugal. Germany and 
Belgium also have fighters 
in the region, but they will 
be carrying out flights from 
bases in another Baltic state. 

The jets, which had been 
based in Romania on a train¬ 
ing exercise, are tasked with 
defending Estonian, Latvian 
and Lithuanian airspace 
because those countries are 
unable to do so on their own.

Blocked in South 
Korea, marital 
cheating site sues 


Shut down. Canada’s 
Ashley Madison denies 
illegal activity, says 
Korean website is 
for 'communication 
purposes only’ 


A dating website for married 
people seeking affairs is suing 
the government of South 
Korea, after being blocked in 
that countiy for what it says 
are false allegations of illegal 
activity. 

Ashley Madison’s Korean 
site was shut down in spring 
shortly after its launch, with 
authorities there alleging it 
incited immorality, according 
to media reports. Adultery is 
illegal in South Korea. 

In a statement of claim 
filed in federal court Wednes¬ 


day, Ashley Madison denies 
the accusations, describing 
itself as “a social networking 
website facilitating communi¬ 
cation between like-minded 
adults.” 

The company accuses the 
South Korean government of 
engaging in “uncompetitive 
acts” by unfairly banning the 
website while allowing local 
businesses to operate similar 
ones. It alleges the effects of 
that decision trickle down to 
Canada, limiting Ashley Madi¬ 
son’s success among Korean- 
Canadians and other Asian- 
Canadians, and reducing 
overall competition in the 
social media market. 

The Toronto-based com¬ 
pany is seeking an unspecified 
amount for loss of revenue 
and lost profits, as well as gen¬ 
eral damages for uncompeti¬ 
tive conduct. It also wants the 
court to order South Korea to 


stop blocking the website. 

Ashley Madison, which 
uses the slogan “Life is short. 
Have an affair,” launched its 
website in South Korea on 
April 1, the claim says. In just 
over two weeks, it drew nearly 
50,500 members, the docu¬ 
ment says. 

Ashley Madison says the 
website “neither contains il¬ 
legal information, nor does it 
aid or abet any illegal activity.” 

“The website is for com¬ 
munication purposes only, 
and such communication is 
neither illegal in South Korea 
nor Canada,” the company 
argues in the document. 

“No sexual interaction can 
take place on the plaintiff’s 
website any more than it can 
by individuals using other 
websites that the defendants 
permit to operate freely in the 
Republic of Korea.”

The Abercrombie & Fitch logo 
has lost the power it once 
wielded. 

Shares of Abercrombie & 
Fitch Co. fell Thursday after the 
retailer reported weak sales as 
more teens shop elsewhere. 

The company is trying to 
stock trendier clothing — and 
it turns out that means strip¬ 


ping off the once-prized Aber¬ 
crombie logo. 

It is a major change for the 
retailer, whose sweatshirts and 
T-shirts emblazoned with its 
name long held major cachet 
with teenagers. Now, individu¬ 
ality is the name of the game. 

“Personal style, specific¬ 
ally with teens, is becoming 
less about fitting in and more 
about standing out,” said Lau¬ 
ren Wolfenden, a senior advis- 
oiy analyst at WGSN, a fashion 
trend consultancy. “A&F has 
wised up to this by phasing out 
the cookie-cutter logoed prod¬ 
uct look and bringing in trendy 


pieces that can be worn in a 
multitude of different ways.” 

A&F and other traditional 
teen stores have to adapt in 
an uphill battle to turn their 
businesses around as mall traf¬ 
fic drops and shoppers’ tastes 
change. 

A slowly recovering econ¬ 
omy is making parents and 
teens think twice about splur¬ 
ging on clothes. Expensive 
standbys like Abercrombie 
also have lost business to “fast 
fashion” chains such as H&M, 
known for quickly churning 
out trendy $9 tops.

Mark: Richard, I usually 
cringe at the beginning of 
the summer expecting noth¬ 
ing but comic book adapta¬ 
tions and sequels. But this 
summer those kinds of films 
turned out to be among the 
best. The three you men¬ 
tioned were excellent, but I’d 
also like to add X-Men: Days 
of Future Past and Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier, 
both of which were smart, 
exciting, and had time travel 
motifs. Heck, even the latest 
instalment of Transformers 
was a major step forward: I 
didn’t run screaming for the 
exit. But here are two small¬ 
er films that I thoroughly 
enjoyed: Begin Again, about 


a burned-out music producer 
tiying to reinvent himself in 
hipster New York, and Chef, 
the story of a burned-out 
gourmet cook who is fired 
and is forced to start over 
with his own broken-down 
food truck. Hey, notice a 
theme here? 

RC: Then there was the story 
of the burned-out comic. 
Obvious Child came to the¬ 
atres with a reputation. In 
its film festival run, it got 
labelled “the abortion rom- 
com.” While that shorthand 
description is technically ac¬ 
curate, it’s also reductive, ig¬ 
noring the film’s well-crafted 
and hilarious coming-of-age 
story about accepting re¬ 
sponsibility to concentrate 
on the more sensational as¬ 
pect of the stoiy. I know you 
weren’t a fan, but I liked it 
and thought Jenny Slate was 
terrific in the lead role. 


MB: Didn’t work for me, but 
I did like the James Brown 
biopic Get On Up. The mov¬ 
ie lurches around tiying to 
find its groove but Chadwick 
Bozeman deserves an Oscar 
nomination for his total im¬ 
mersion in the role. 22 Jump 
Street was a pleasant surprise. 
I didn’t care for 21, but this 
one had a sharper, funnier 
script and more evolved per¬ 
formances from Jonah Hill 
and Channing Tatum. And 
I mostly liked Zach Braff’s 
unofficial sequel to Garden 
State, Wish I Was Here. The 
kiclcstarter funded indie had 
too much going on to succeed 
but there were some great 
sequences that a lot of critics 
seemed to miss.

“My resume belies some of 
my appetite for gross-out hu¬ 
mour,” laughs Jason Stone, 
the South-African born, To¬ 
ronto-raised producer of the 
Seth Rogen hit This Is the 
End. 

But today we’re not talk¬ 
ing about his edgy work 
with Rogen, his writing (he 
co-wrote the satanic comedy 
Teen Lust, which debuts at 
the Toronto International 
Film Festival this year) or his 
award-winning short films. 

“I love using the scope of 
filmmaking and really get¬ 
ting the wheels turning,” 
he says, “being larger than 
life and creating a world. I 
thought The Calling had all 


of that, elements of mysteiy 
and comedy and drama, that 
I thought were a real draw.” 

The Calling is his feature 
directing debut and stars Su¬ 
san Sarandon as a small-town 
Canadian cop tracking down 
a serial killer. 

“I still pinch myself that it 
all came together the way it 
did,” he says. 

“There’s a saying in cast¬ 
ing, ‘Who’s going to be your 
cast magnet?’ We had a pretty 
powerful magnet with Susan, 
and once she was involved 
we were able to attract tal¬ 
ent as diverse as the top line 
cast, Topher (Grace), Ellen 
(Burstyn) and Donald (Suth¬ 
erland).” 

The movie is a throwback 
to, as Stone says, “propul¬ 
sive thrillers with big ideas 
executed by brilliant actors.” 
He says movies like Kiss the 
Girls, Along Came a Spider 
and Silence of the Lambs, 
“used to be the bread-and- 
butter back in the early ’90s 
and if we could even be put 
in the same breath as any of 
those. I’d be thrilled. 

“Those are some of my 
favourite movies of that era.

in them. I feel like the stu¬ 
dios have replaced a lot of the 
character in those mid-range 
films with spectacle. It takes 
a lot more money to make 
your money back so you have 
to appeal to a much broader 
audience. I guess that means 
adding robots.” 

Not that he’s unwilling to 
make a mega-movie one day. 

“I hope to have a long ca¬ 
reer making the films I’d love 
to make,” he says. “So if the 
right story comes along and 
there’s a budget behind it, I 
feel like I’d definitely jump 
at the chance if there was a 
story I could connect to and 
I thought there was some 
humanity to it. I would like 
to think I would only make 
something I feel a personal 
connection to.”

Ryan Reynolds agreed to play 
the lead role in Atom Egoyan’s 
The Captive before he even 
knew what the part was. 

“He could’ve had me play¬ 
ing pretty much anything,” said 
the actor about the Canadian 
filmmaker whose oeuvre in¬ 
cludes the Oscar-nominated hit 
The Sweet Hereafter. “He’s kind 
of the Holy Grail of Canadian 
cinema and to get the oppor¬ 
tunity to work with him, you’re 
kind of chomping at the bit.” 

Surprisingly, the Vancouver- 
born star had not only never 
worked with Egoyan — he’d 
only met him once before. But 
he got up close with the direc¬ 
tor as he played the father of a 
missing girl. “Atom deals with 
such darkness, but he packages 
it in such a way that it’s com¬ 
fortable (to watch),” explained 
Reynolds. 

He also notes that as palat¬ 
able as Egoyan’s films are to 
viewers, it’s much more chal¬ 
lenging on the other side of 


the lens. “At the end of the 
day, when you’re lying in your 
bed — in some motel room 
in this case — you’re basically 
just spent. When you spend the 
day doing 10 or 12 takes of you 
uncontrollably sobbing, that 
doesn’t feel good.” 

Although he only spent two 
weeks filming heavy scenes for 
The Captive (he was shooting 
another film simultaneously) 


Reynolds appreciated the op¬ 
portunity to study Egoyan at 
work. After all, the actor admits 
he has his eye on directing. 

Cautious about discussing 
any detailed plans, he admits 
directing would require step¬ 
ping out from the spotlight. 

“...If I were to direct some¬ 
thing, I wouldn’t necessarily 
want to be in it. I’d want to be 
as objective as I possibly can.”

Atom Egoyan. Filmmaker 
found inspiration in true 
child abduction cases 


Writing the screenplay for his 
new film was a tough experi¬ 
ence for Atom Egoyan. 

The Captive, starring Ryan 
Reynolds, is a fictional stoiy 
about child abduction in the 
Niagara region but it has 
roots in reality. 

Missing child posters 
in Egoyan’s hometown of 
Victoria, B.C., haunted his 
dreams, giving him a height¬ 
ened awareness of “this per¬ 
son who created this huge 
hole in another group of 
people’s lives.” 

Those images, coupled 
with news of a pedophile ring 
in Cornwall, Ont., inspired 
the hard-hitting stoiy of the 
mysterious disappearance of 
Cass (Alexia Fast), taken from 
the backseat of her father’s 
(Ryan Reynolds) truck as he 
picked up food at a diner. 

Held hostage by a pedo¬ 
phile (Kevin Durand), the girl 
is locked in a hidden apart¬ 
ment where she plays piano 
and watches streaming video 
of her mother (Mireille Enos) 
at work as a hotel maid. 

“When the results of (the 
Cornwall case investigation) 
were announced, I just found 
it so troubling,” he says. 

“I started writing this 
script in 2009 and put it aside 
for a while because it just felt 
too dark and then I began 
to think about it as three 
couples: a couple who are tiy- 
ing to understand what hap¬ 
pened to their daughter; one 
couple who we aren’t sure 
should be together — the de¬ 
tectives (Scott Speedman and

Rosario Dawson) who form a 
relationship over the course 
of the case; and then this 
other couple who you know 
should not be together — the 
pedophile who steals a child 
and holds her captive for 
eight years. “When I began to 
see these three couples and 
examine the relationships, it 
began to find a form.” 

The next hurdle was find¬ 
ing a star. The Oscar-nominat¬ 
ed director, known for high¬ 
brow films like The Sweet 
Hereafter and Exotica, found 
his leading man Reynolds at 
the movies. 

“If I was to be honest,” he 
says, “I’d say the reason I was 
inspired to work with him 
was Safe House. There were 
elements in that film that 
were exciting to me.”

The Sopranos 


Tony Soprano 
didn't die, show’s 
creator reveals 

Famed mob boss Tony 
Soprano did not die at 
the end of the iconic TV 
show’s last season, its cre¬ 
ator revealed this week. 

The infamous final 
scene, which fades to black 
on Soprano eating with his 
wife and son in a New Jer¬ 


sey diner, triggered a storm 
when it ran in 2007. 

Some initially thought 
their televisions had gone 
wrong. Critics said it wasn’t 
fair to leave viewers in the 
lurch after six seasons, after 
preceding scenes showed 
mysterious characters mill¬ 
ing around, and Soprano’s 
daughter rushing to join 
him in the diner. 

What really happened 
remained a mysteiy, but 
series creator David Chase 
finally revealed a key fact in 


an interview with Vox.com. 

Asked repeatedly what 
happened, Chase at first 
became furious. But he 
then gave a straight answer 
to the question of whether 
Soprano was dead. “No,” he 
said simply. “No, he isn’t.” 

The revelation leaves 
open the possibility that 
the series could be revived. 
This seems highly unlikely, 
not least because James 
Gandolfini, the actor who 
played Soprano, died in 
June last year, aged 51. afp

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Magic meets the American dream 



Houdini. Adrien Brody

Harry Houdini may be one 
of the more quintessential^ 
American heroes. 

He was a Hungarian im¬ 
migrant who invented a new 
kind of a career for himself 
in America on his way to 
fame and fortune — the term 
“escape artist” didn’t exist 
until he created it. 

It’s this triumph over 
odds that drew Oscar-winner 
Adrien Brody to take on the 
role of Houdini in the His¬ 
tory Channel miniseries bio- 
pic Houdini. 

Of course, it helped that 
Brody had a childhood fas¬ 
cination with the man. 

“I had aspirations to be a 
magician as a boy, and was in 
awe of magic and Houdini,” 
admits Brody. 

As an adult, his appre¬ 
ciation of the man is a little 
more nuanced. 

Brody points out that 
Houdini represents a lot to 
people in terms of “escap¬ 
ing the confines of poverty 
and the social constraints 
of being an immigrant and 
overcoming anti-Semitism 
and becoming this heroic, 
all-American celebrity.” 

But as a kid, and for a 
lot of kids during Houdini’s 
heyday, the artist was simply 
a very brave man, proving 
“you could defy the laws of 
nature,” as Brody puts it. 

That said, Houdini’s drive 


and ambition, which are on 
full display in the miniseries, 
may seem obsessive to an 
adult viewer. 

Asked whether there is 
any parallel between his own 
drive as an actor and Hou- 
dini’s endless quest to create 


bigger and better illusions, 
Brody says, “I share the drive 
to a certain extent, but not to 
impress others.” 

Brody says he thinks Hou¬ 
dini was constantly search¬ 
ing for validation in his 
work, but in his own life, 


he’s been very fortunate to 
get that validation at a young 
age. (Winning an Oscar at 29 
will do that for you.) 

Brody says he admires 
Houdini’s tenacity in pursuit 
of his goals, but says it might 
not be the most admirable 


quality. 

“Being able to triumph 
over adversity and fickle 
years, and to be ingenious 
in discovering new ways of 
overcoming those obstacles, 
that’s really admirable.” 

While preparing for the

role, Brody did his best to 
learn as much as he could 
about Houdini. 

He consulted with magi¬ 
cians David Copperfield and 
David Blaine to get their 
input, and even studied 
Copperfield’s collection of 
writings and memorabilia 
about Houdini. 

He was already partway 
on the path to being Hou¬ 
dini. “I had a lock-pick set as 
a kid. I know how to breach 
a lot of devices and articulate 
locks.” 

But one of Houdini’s skills 
eluded him. 

The man could appar¬ 
ently manipulate locks with 
his toes, something Brody 
attempted but was unable to 
do successfully. 

One way he did manage 
to mimic the man was in 
the distinctive, nearly hori¬ 
zontal, hairdo that Houdini 
sports in almost all his pic¬ 
tures. 

“Most of it was my real 
hair,” says Brody. “(However) 
there was a lot of curling go¬ 
ing on.”

SQUARE DANCING 

For the unfamiliar, picture this: Four couples 
facing one another in a square shape. Start 
music. Then the caller (the person who cues 
each step) begins. The couples follow the caller’s 
instructions, moving forward, back, side-to- 
side, in circles, sliding forward and back past 
one another, in various motions, occasionally 
switching partners. The pattern is repeated 
again and again until the dance concludes. “The 
more experienced the group of dancers is, the 
more complex the patterns, and the better the 
workout,” says Murray Few, with the Edmonton 
& District Square Dancing Association. 

CLOGGING 

“Clogging beats jogging,” laughs Hope Pennoclc 
a clogging enthusiast and former instructor. 
Much like other forms of dance, clogging offers 
a great way to exercise, while a chance to have 
lots of fun. With roots in Europe, clogging 
increased in popularity in Canada during 
the mid-1990s, and encompasses a variety 
of styles and music. It is similar to tap 
dance in that the dancers’ footwear creates 
rhythms by striking the floor with their heel 


and toe. There are many different styles of clog¬ 
ging and the music ranges from folk to rap and 
reggae. Pennoclc describes her first experience 
with clogging: “It was so exciting to watch and 
listen to the sound, and see the group working 
as a whole.” 


This type of dance includes patterns, line 
dancing, partnered dances and square dancing; 
truly something for everyone. While some 
classes cater to the experienced, others are 
specifically geared towards those who last hit 
the dance floor during their high school prom. 
Community dance is great for those who may 
not have the time to commit to a weekly class. 
It’s designed to welcome newcomers to the 
scene and introduce them to dance. 

ROUND DANCE 

Round dance is ballroom dancing with 
a cuer, who instructs the dancers on 
the steps. It is fairly easy to learn, 
and caters to varying levels. The 
higher levels are composed of 
dance steps from the rhumba, 
samba, foxtrot, Charleston, as 
well as the waltz and two-step. 
Many round dance moves are 
used on the TV show, Dancing 
with the Stars.

“She told me yesterday, ‘I 
want to make that front page 
again,”’ Price said. 

Price’s 102-yard touch¬ 
down catch against Montreal 
before breaking his hand in 
that first game was Calgaiy’s 
longest since Terry Vaughn’s 
for 104 yards in 1996. The of¬ 
fence welcomes the return 
of Price’s speed, which is a 
challenge for the opposition’s 
backfield.

271 total. 

As for PGA-related goals, 
Hadwin said he has yet to make 
them. He wants to finish well in 
the Web.com playoffs first and 
then set targets. 

Scott Simmons, Goff Can¬ 
ada’s CEO, is also excited about 
Hadwin’s new status. 

Simmons believes that Had¬ 
win and 27-year-old Merritt, 
B.C., native Roger Sloan, who

Mickelson calls out for a break 


LPGA Portland. I.K. Kim 
takes first-round lead 


Phil Mickelson isn’t a fan of 
four straight FedEx Cup playoff 
events that follows a summer 
of big events and precedes the 
Ryder Cup. 

Mickelson thought about 
skipping the Deutsche Bank 
Championship this week. 
Instead, the five-time major 
champion showed up at the 
TPC Boston on Thursday and 
didn’t even warm up before his 
pro-am round. 

He had not touched a club 
since he missed the 54-hole cut 
Saturday at The Barclays. 


“I’m in a bit of predicament, 
and the predicament is this,” 
Mickelson said. “The tour does 
not own their four or five lar¬ 
gest revenue-producing events. 
We don’t own the majors or 
the Ryder Cup. The FedEx Cup 
is really our flagship event. 
As a player that has received 
so much from the PGA Tour, 
there’s an obligation there to 
support the FedEx Cup.” 

“The tough thing for me is 
I don’t ever play a month in a 
row outside the West Coast 
where I’m living at home.” 


The crowded schedule for 
Mickelson began with his title 
defence of the Scottish Open 
and the British Open. After a 
short week off, the World Goff 
Championship was at Fire¬ 
stone, followed by the PGA 
Championship, and then after 
a week off, Mickelson faced 
four straight playoff events.

He is at No. 57 in the 
FedEx Cup, and only the top 70 
reached the third playoff event 
next week at Cherry Hills in 
Denver, the associated press
